Following the lead of Student 
Union organizers, students 
began to gather in Rutherford 
library (North) at nine o'clock. 

By ten o'clock — the time when 
the library was supposed to close 
under the new schedule but two 
hours before last year’s closing 
time -- student's had filled 
almost all the study spaces on all 
of Rutherford's five floors. 

There were so many students, 
in fact, that dozens were forced 
to study in the stairwells and 
lounge areas. 

In all, about 450 students 
came through the library's doors 
between nine and ten, adding to 
the numerous students who had 
gathered before that time. 

The Student's Union 
organized the protest in order to 
let the administration know that 
students are dissatisfied with the 
reduction in library hours. 

Of the hundreds of students 
who attended the "study-in" 
most did not hesitate to voice 
their opinions. 

"I think it's ridiculous that we 
pay $69 per term for library and 
computing fees yet they reduce 
the library hours by over 20 


shortage of study space and 
mid-terms will be starting in two 
or three weeks,” he said. 

Chief Librarian Ernie Ingles 
was also impressed by the turn- 
out for the demonstration and 
promised to take the students’ 
message to heart. 

"I'm absolutely delighted that 
the students are here,” he said. 
"My only regret is that I ordered 
coffee and donuts for everybody 
and it hasn't shown up yet." 

After meeting with 
representatives from the SU 
Monday afternoon, Ingles and 
University vice-president for 
student and academic services 
Lois Stanford agreed to extend 
hours in Cameron library to 
midnight on weeknights. They 
also agreed to consider other 
alternatives such as extending 
weekend hours and staggering 
operating hours in the two main 
libraries, Cameron and 
Rutherford, so that at least one 
library would be open late and 
on weekends.

Uncertainty over decline

Preliminary figures show that 
university enrollment is down 
1.4% in total, with a noticeable 
decline in the faculties of Arts 
and Science and a slight increase 
in the faculty of Education. 

Peter Meekison, up academic 
believes the numbers are fairly 
close to what the final figures will 
be in December, when the 
university presents their budget 
to the government. Any change 
would occur because of last min- 
ute course changes or withdrawals. 

Of the reasons why the numbers 
are dropping Meekison said, “We 
are unsure at present why the 
decline is occurring, however it is 
possible that the policies we have 
instilled have affected enrollment. 
Until we look into it further, we 
won’t know for sure, although 
one possible reason is that enroll- 
mentis leveling off, as the Depart- 
ment of Advanced Education 
predicted.” 

Regarding the increase in 
education, Meekison said, “We 
really do not know for certain at 
present. | would suggest it is 
because of an increased demand 
for teachers.” 

Meekison added that studies 
will be done, to see where the 
decrease is predominently from, 
either with new students entering 
university for the first time or 
transfer students from other edu- 
cational institutions. He pointed 
out that a key factor in next year’s 
budget is to predict the numbers 
of students that will be in uni- 
versity. 

The University’s Board of 
Governors set a goal last year of 


24,000 for overall enrollment by 
1994-95. According to Brian Silzer, 
associate up and Registrar, this 
would mean a decrease ot approx- 
imately 400 students a year, which 
in total is 1600 over four years. 

“Circumstances within the uni- 
versity, as well as outside, have 
and will affect enrollment. One. 
possibility is that enrollment has 
leveled off, as has been forecasted 
for several:years by 
government agencies. This would 
involve the general aging of the 
population as baby boomers and 
their children get older. During 
periods of slower economic 
growth, as in the late 80’s, people 
came back to school to upgrade 
their education. Perhaps this is 
now easing off.” Silzer said, “As 
well, some university policies, 
suchas raising the minimum trans- 
fer GPA for out of province transfer 
sutdents have had an effect.” 

However, Silzer also pointed 
out that quotas in the faculties of 
Arts, Science and. Education will 
not be in effect until 1991-92. 

“as quotas do no come into 
effect until 1991-92, we were 
instructed this year to maintain 
the status quo, the same enroll- 
ment as last year. By doing this, 
we are giving students advanced 
warning for when the quotas do 
come into effect.” 

Silzer further stated that 
although students in Arts, for 
example, with a 70% average, had 
to wait until other applications 
with a higher average were proce- 
ssed this year, these students did 
eventually get in. 

Jason Forth, SL vp academic 
disagrees with Silzer, over whether 


the present system is a quota. “It 
is very obvious that an enrollment 
cap is a quota. If more people had 
a 73% average, then the people 
with a lower average, would not 
have been able to come here this 
year.” 

Forth added, “This issue involves 
the old question of accessibility 
versus high quality. | believe the 
university should be primarily con- 
cerned with the quality of 
education and the government 
with accessibility. With extra 
library fees, crowded classrooms 
and cuts in library hours, the 
quality of our education has 
decreased dramatically. Now that 
the university is cutting admissions 
and increasing tuition, this had 
better be addressed.” 

Stephan Downes, GSA presi- 
ent, also believes that the quality 
of university education is in a 
great deal of trouble. 

Full-time graduate student 
enrollment has dropped from 
2,101 last August to 2,070, while 
part-time enrollment has increas- 
ed by 43 students to 839. Downes 
sees financial reasons as a primary 
cause. 

“With fees increasing and 
teaching assistant salaries not being 
raised, many graduate students 
have to take part-time jobs and 
are only able to continue their 
education part-time. It sounds 
weird, but it is’ a tremendous 
victory to see graduate students 
currently living at half the poverty 
line. Their financial situation puts 
a huge squeeze on their ability to 
continue their education and do 
well.”

1970, when he returned to 
sessional teaching until his 
appointment to Supreme Court 
this year.

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Non-students allowed to live in rez

Students at Michener Park are 
outraged at Housing and Food 
Services’ recent decision to allow 
non-students to reside in Galbraith 
House. 

“We’re very upset about this,” 
says David Lazechko, a represen- 
tative of the Michener Park Com- 
munity Assocition (M.C.P.A.) who 
feels that the MPCA should have 
been consulted with earlier about 
the decision. 

Because Michener Park shares 
astrong community feeling among 
mature students and their families, 
Lazechko believes that Housing 
and Food Services are alienating 
people who are living there. “I do 
not believe a mixed community 


in what is exclusively a student 
housing community is safe to raise 
our children,” he said. 

However, Lazechko insists that 
he is not being unreasonable. 
With 45 vacancies in Galbraith 
House, he is perfectly aware that 
there is indeed a money crunch. 
“All we’re looking for is better 
communication between the two 
parties where it would make 
Michener Park an enjoyable com- 
munity,” said Lazechko. He trusts 
that long-term goals shoud be 
addressed so that things can be 
worked out to the mutual benefit 
and advantage of both sides. 

Director of Housing and Food 
Services, David Bruch, said that 
this is an emergency situation 


where the vacancies must be filled 
immediately. 

According to Bruch, consider- 
able efforts have been made to 
try to get students to move into 
Galbraith House. However, the 
group of possible residences for 
students has dried up. 45 vacan- 
cies translates to $19,000 per 
month and that is a serious loss of 
revenue. “The decision of the 
move is a reaction to a specific 
issue of the day. The solution we 
are proposing is not a long-term 
major change to policy,” said Bruch. 
Non-students who may move into 
Galbraith House will sign a 10- 
month lease until August 31 1991. 

Bruch believes that the MPCA 
is angry because they felt they 


were not consulted enough 
about the decision. 

”Our department is committed 
to discuss issues with students but 
every now and then, something 
happens when there is nota lot of 
room tor discussion,” said Bruch. 
Ultimately, he feels that the University 
should not have to carry the cost 
and that options have to be 
pursued to alleviate the financial 
crisis. 

Housing and Transport Com- 
missioner, Jody Wilson is sympa- 
thetic to the MPCA’s position, 
and feels that placing non-stu- 
dents in Michener Park residences 
who do not have a tie or moral 
obligation to the University is 
disruptive to the Community. 


”Non-students may not under- 
stand the pressures students will 
face during mid-term week and 
finals,” says Wilson. Her biggest 
concern is that if non-students 
are allowed to live in Michener 
Park, that proportion may expand, 
thereby causing dissatisfied stu- 
dents to evacuate the premises 
altogether. 

In ameeting that occurred Sep- 
tember 18 between Housing and 
Food Services and the MPCA, the 
option of placing non-academic 
University staff in Galbraith House 
was raised. The MPCA has also 
suggested that Housing and Food 
Services check the references of 
potential occupants. 


Downes condemns non-representative boards

The students who are asked for 
input on important university 
decisions should be elected not 
appointed, said Graduate Stu- 
dents’ Association president 
Steven Downes in an interview 
last Tuesday evening in Ruther- 
ford North library. 

Downes was reacting to a state- 
ment made earlier by Chief 
Librarian Ernie Ingles, who said 
that students had not been exclud- 
ed from the debate that preceeded 
the the decision to reduce library 
hours. 

According to Ingles, the stud- 
ents who sit as members of the 
General Faculty Council's Library 
Committee (GFCLC) were present 
at the meeting during which the 
library hours proposal was 
discussed. 

”We can document the presence 
of students at every one of the 
meetings that this was discussed 
at,” he said. 

Downes was not satisfied with 
this argument, pointing out that 
none of the student members of 
the GFCLC had been elected. 


“There are exactly two types of 
student representatives in Uni- 
versity governing bodies,” Downes 
said. 

"There are students who have 
been selected by students and 
students who have been picked 
because of who they know.” 

Downes said that in many cases 
the views held by appointed stu- 
dent committee members are 
not representative of the 
views held by the majority of 
students on campus. 

”You can't say that just by having 
a student in the committee that 
students were consulted. You have 
to have students who are repre- 
senting— as much as possible — 
the general will of the student 
population. In this case, this means 
elected representatives,” he said. 

Students’ Union president 
Suresh Mustapha agreed that impor- 
tant decisions should not be made 
without the input of elected stu- 
dent representatives, but he 
rejected the implication that appoin- 
ted representatives should be 
denied a role in the decision 
making process.

Instead of replacing all appoin- 
ted representatives with elected 
‘ones, Mustapha suggested the 
authority of appointed represen- 
tatives be restricted. 

“The problem is that they gave 
a very important responsibility to 
a committee that works on 
the periphery of the structure,” 


he said. 

“If we have acommittee making 
important decisions like the re- 
duction of library hours, that 
committee should be reporting 
to a committee that has more 
broad-based student represen- 
tation, like the GFC.”

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Students forced to remedy LOE deficiency

Students hoping to transfer into 
the Faculty of Arts may be facing 
difficulties in the future. 

As a result of budget cutbacks 
and enrollment problems, they 
will no longer be accepted into 
the program with a language other 
than English (LOE) deficiency. 

Before this year, students who 
applied to the faculty were al- 
lowed to clear the deficiency 
"extra” to their degree by taking 
an introductory second language 
course. This is no longer the case. 
Effective January 1990, all appli- 
cants including non-matricualted 
adults were required to present 
an LOE at the time of application 
in order to be accepted. 


Enviro-kit new project FOF SU pees

The environmental movement 
on campus has gained new 
impetus with the formation of the 
Students’ Union Environment 
Council. 

An ad hoc committee started 
the summer, the Council is 
chaired by Student Union vp 
external Sean Kennedy and 
contains representation from a 
number of university associations 
and student environmental 
groups, including Association for 
Environmental Concerns Today 
(AFECT), Environmental Campus 
Organization (ECO) and the U of 
A Environmental Association. 

“The is one of the more impor- 
tant things I’ve been involved 
with at the Student Union,” said 
Kelly Morrall, a member of the 
council. Morrall, who is also the 
Students’ Union Club Commis- 


"The gate clanged down in 
1989/90,” said Dr. Lynn Penrod, 
Associate Dean of Academic Pro- 
grams and Undergraduate Studies 
for the Faculty of Arts, “Admission 
requirements are now very rigid.” 

In the past, the introductory 
second language courses have 
been offered to students as a way 
to.make up their LOE deficiencies. 
Because these courses were being 
overloaded with students attempt- 
ing to complete their LOE de- 
ficiency, the demand increased 
substantially, and the faculty was 
having difficulty offering enough 
of these sections to facilitate the 


demand. Since students have the 


opportunity to complete these 
requirements in high school, 


sioner, said that various groups 
and individuals from across cam- 

pus had brought environmental 

proposals to the council. 

“We especially need more feed- 
back from students,” said Morrall. 
She stressed the need for more 
student input into the Council 
and environmental issues at the U 
of A. 

One of the projects being 
examined by the council is an 
“enviro-kit” containing reusable 
plastic cups, plates and cutlery. 
The “enviro-kit” would be used 
at L’Express Restaurant in SUB, 
and possibly at other private 
University food outlets pending 
approval by individual merchants 
said Morrall. She added that the 
“enviro-kit” project is being co- 
ordinated with the University of 
Calgary and could begin within a 
year. 


Faculty of Arts Dean, Dr. P.D. 
Clements feels that the faculty’s 
decision was a necessary one. 

"The question we should be 
asking is that when times get 
tough around here, should the U 
of A be doing the high schools’ 
teaching?” she said. 

According to Cheryl Dunbar, 
Assistant to the Associate Dean of 
Academic Programs and Under- 
graduate Studies, these changes 
should not have any adverse effect 
on matriculated applicants who 
apply directly out of high school. 
Those students, she said, had been 
given notice that the changes 
would be occuring. 

"The high schools were given 
three years warning,” Dunbar said. 


The Environment Council has 
proposed several other initiatives 
including cross-campus environ- 
mental audits and a recycling 
program for the University’s 
Student residences. The Council 
is also promoting Car Free Day on 
September 26th and Environment

Opposition to library cutbacks 


The hours at the John W. Scott 
Health Sciences Library have recently 
been drastically cut. The new hours 
represent a reduction of 21 hours per 
week from the Scott Library hours 
during the 1989-90 academic year. 
Given the already critical shortage of 
study space available to medical stu- 
dents in the W.C. Mackenzie Health 
Services Center and surrounding 
buildings, | feel that this situation is 
unacceptable and that longer library 
hours must be quickly reinstated. 

These cutbacks in hours hit medical 
students particularly hard. Our work- 
load is one of the highest in any 
program, undergraduate or graduate, 
at the University of Alberta. Our 
lecture schedule generally precludes 
us from studying during regular work- 
ing hours on weekdays. Thus, our 


prime studying times are evenings 
and weekends — the exact times that 
the 21 hours have been cut from. 
Keeping the library closed during 
these hours will make it virtually 
impossible for many medical students 
to study as much as necessary to 
achieve academic excellence. The 
result will be a dramatic drop in the 
standard of medical education at the 
U of A. This is unacceptable. 

This situation is not affecting medi- 
cal students alone. Library hours 
across campus have been subjected 
to severe cuts. Students in all faculties 
have been adversely affected and | 
strongly encourage all students to 
lobby for areturn to reasonable library 
hours. ‘ 

The decision to cut library hours 
was a rash one. Yes, funding to the 


libraries is tight. Yes, some cuts in 
services will undoubtably result. 
However, there are many budgeting 
alternatives less damaging than library 
closing. For example, some library 
services can be cut during non-peak 
hours. Also, not all floors of all 
libraries need to be open at times 
when the libraries are being used 
primarily for studying. Finally, funds 
from other sources (both within the 
libraries and externally) can and 
should be redirected to keep the 
libraries open. 

The new hours are already in effect 
at the Scott Library. This means that 
the situation is urgent. Immediate 
action must be taken to reinstate 
longer library hours.

The September 18th issue of 
The Gateway carries a letter 
concerning the court action 
between the GSA and the 
University. While, like everyone 
else, MR.Tim Woolley is entitled 
to his opinion, his letter contains 
factual inaccuracies about the 
case. The fee.in question, the 
Continuous Registration Fee 
(last year's terminology) is paid 
by all graduate students, once 
they reach a certain period in 
their program. ; 

Unlike undergraduates, whose 
fees for a year are based on the 
courses they take, graduate 
students pay a program fee 
currently $747 per term, on top of 
the general fees. This program 
fee is payable for a fixed number 
of semesters, depending on the 
individual graduate program. 
After this time has expired, the 
student pays a post-program fee. 
The court case is over this post- 
program fee. 

Last year the fee, known as the 
Continuous Registration Fee 
was $52 per term. This year the 
fee is $249 per term. The 
University administration has 
.decided to divide the fee into two 
parts, applying to different 
groups of students. The CRF per 
session, according to this year's 
Calendar, applies, as

Mr.Woolley states, to graduate 
students who are continuing 
their graduate programs off 
campus. The newly named 
Minimum Instruction Fee 
applies to all graduate students 
continuing their programs, who 


-have paid their program fees 


already. These students may be 
taking courses or completing 
their graduate program. Thus 
the majority of students affected 
by the increase are not ‘working 
or taking a holiday’ but are 
continuing their graduate 
program. These students are 
receiving instruction, either 
through supervision of research 
or through courses. Thus the 
GSA believes that this is a fee for 
instruction, subject to a 
maximum increase of 15% in any 
one year. For this reason we are 
challenging the legality of the 
increase.

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Tim J. Woolley obviously does not 
understand the issue of increased 
instructional fees for graduate stu- 
dents. In his letter to The Gateway, 
Wooley states that the increased fees 


\don’t matter, because “the students 


are out working or taking a holiday 
during this period.” - 
This statement is completely untrue. 
The continuing registration fee ap- 
plies to graduate students who have 
paid the required tution (three years 
for a PhD) and are completing their 
research or writing their thesis. These 


students are no longer taking courses, ” 


and so should not be paying tution. 
Graduate students are, in fact, a cheap 
source of labour’ for the University, 
both as teaching assistants, and as 
research associates. Considering that 
the stipends for graduate students 
have not increased accordingly, the 
tuition hike could be quite a hard- 
ship for students, especially foreign 
students and ‘those supporting fam- 
ilies. Other universities across Canada 
have much lower continuing regi- 
stration fees, or do not charge tuition 
at all to those employed as graduate 
assistants. If the U of A continues to 
treat its graduate students this way, it 
will certainly become more difficult 
to attract new students.

New life in old story 


Road movie examines familial as! 


Coupe de Ville 
Princess Theatre 
September 21-25

Hate is a strong word. The manifestation 
of hate in humans is often a black and ugly 
thing, something most people would 
rather not contemplate. 

Ironically enough, Coupe de Ville has a 
lot to say about hate for such a funny and 
“feel-good” film. 

The story revolves around three brothers 
and their trans-american, “yellow brick 
road” sojourn from Detroit to Florida ina 
vintage 1954 Cadillac Coupe de Ville. The 
car, purchased by their father Fred (Alan 
Arkin) for their mother, embodies all the 
intense paternal pressure that these boys 
grew up with and never managed to rid 
themselves of. Marvin (Daniel Stern), the 
oldest brother, is a “‘tight-ass” air force 
Sergeant who has problems getting along 
with his brothers Buddy (Arye Gross), and 
Bobby (Patrick Dempsey). The brothers’ 
relationship is so tenuous, in fact, that the 
audience may easily catch themselves think- 


Marvin (Daniel Stern) loses his monkey when the brothers smash Dad’s car. 


ing, ‘‘these guys really do hate each other.” 
The only thing the brothers appear to have 
in common is this shared fear of their 
terse, cranky father. 

It is this family dynamic that catalyzes 
the film. The opening scene goes back to 
an earlier period in the sons’ lives when 
they all shared one bedroom. The scene 
ends in a huge brawl that closes dramatic- 
ally when the boys’ father enters the room 
(all that is shown is his back) and yells, 
“will you guys never learn to get along?” 

Of course, the actual journey with the 
vintage car, the yappy banter between the 
sons, their strained relationships with one 
another, along with the hyped nostalgia of 
the time period, all make for some hilarious 
and touching moments. But perhaps this 
film’s biggest accomplishment is that it’s 
writing and direction make it transcend a 
somewhat tired, oft-used formula plot, 
saving the film from the netherworld of 
stupidity. 

One of the drollest moments occurs 
when the brother hear “Louie Louie” on 
the radio. The young rebel Bobby insists 
it’s a humping song, the romantic middle 
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brother Buddy insists it’s about dancing 
with someone you love, and ol’ “tight-ass” 
Marvin insists its a sea shanty about going 
to war. The ensuing argument is priceless. 
Director Joe Ruth never lets the film 
become silly. He creates true angst and 
tension between the brothers as they get 
to know each other for perhaps the first 
time. Roth does this in two ways: First, he 
uses many close-ups. This visual style con- 
tributes greatly to character development, 
as expressions of sadness, despair, anger 
and joy are viewed in intricate detail. 
Secondly, Roth prolongs the films’ anxious 
moments to such extreme that it is almost 
unbearable for the audience to sit and 
watch. Angst becomes Aaaaaaangst. 


In the end, Coupe de Ville succeeds. 


because of the dichotomy between comedy 
and tension-filled family drama. The latter 
keeps the film from being silly, while the 
former gives the film warmth and humour. 
Together, these clements gives Coupe de 
Ville a curious humanity. You can’t ask 
more from a film that readdresses an old 
story and manages to surprise you anyway.

Poet breathes life 
into history 


Batoche 
Kim Morrissey 
Coteau Books

Those who think history is boring, take 
note: Kim Morrissey's Batoche brings 
the past to life, retelling the story of the 
Northwest Rebellion of 1885 in the voices 
of those who experienced it. 

An advertisement, maps and 
photographs set the scene, and Morrissey 
uses a number of found items such as 
contemporary speeches, writings, and 
relevant statistics to recreate the events 
of over a century ago. 

The stark authority of lines such "130 
métis/4 killed/2 wounded" combines with 
more fictional accounts to give a vivid, 
sometimes intense impression of the 
past. Morrissey's portrayal of history in 
the first person is a reminder that those 
who witness history simply call it life. 

As portraits of figures ranging from 
Gabriel Dumont and Louis Riel to 
soldiers on both sides to British General 
Middleton begin to emerge, the reader 
becomes more and more involved. The 
multiple perspectives presented give the 

, | story.a three-dimensional effect: 
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version is correct, but all have their own 
validity. 

One of the most interesting voices from 
among the book's chorus of characters is 
that of Marguérite Riel, a woman usually 
overshadowed by her husband. 
Morrissey makes Madame Riel's 
experiences a microsm of the events 
occurring around her. 


As Batoche progresses Morrissey 
builds upon the idea that the past is 
intimately connected to the present. 
Louis Riel is just as alive in "October 
Crisis" as he is at Duck Lake or his own 
trial. An early portrayal of Gabriel 
Dumont breaking horses implies that he 
left his mark on everything he touched -- 
"it wasn't the blood/or the breed you 
remembered/it was Dumont" -- and 
Morrissey ends the book with the words 
"the land like a horse/remembers,” 
reinforcing the idea that memory of the 
past is an integral part of the present. 

Batoche, Morrissey's first collection, is 
a testament to the power of the past to 
retell itself. 

From Batoche to Oka, cries of the past 
refuse to be silent. Cus getloees are a always

He’s kind to preconceived notions and 
begins with exactly what you expect - the 
title track makes you move your hips and all 
that cool stuff that just happens when you 
hear reggae in its most unadorned, funda- 
mental form. The bassline is primitive, but 
it sounds so good! So, your first impression 
is, "Wow! these guys are tight!” 

With “Civilization”, you realize that the 
lyrics are deft, simple and repetitive. He 
outlines things we’ve all heard before, but 
not in this way. The plight of the children 
of the world, racism, and war are all 
lamented very quietly and unassumingly. 
What you hear the music doing is dif- 
ferent. The lead guitar, if it was any more 
spotlighted or louder, would make Jimi 
Hendrix think twice. The fast licks are 
somehow in the background, just like the 
synthesizer is almost subliminal. You hear 
the bass, and the beat. Do you see the trick 
he’s using? 

In “Garvey”, “Elephants”, “Great Men”, 
and “One People,” you have the same 
theme — remember those people who 
fought for black rights and why can’t 
people get along? The sax and trumpets 
are nimble and slick — that’s what you 
hear most. The piano and funde (it sounds 
like an electronic flute) work together, 
and create, if you listen closely, the image 
of the hills of Africa, and it’s earthiness and 
warmth. Like | said, that’s all in the 
background — crafty, eh? 

The two most affecting songs are “My 
Roots” and “African Woman.” The first is 
very tender and soulful, with the only 
prominent sound being the heartbeat-like 
drums. You can tell this group loves their 
homeland dearly. It’s basic in structure 
musically, but the parts work well. “African 
Woman” hits you with a lot of clout. This 
one you really need to move to — it’s even 
got that hip-hop “wow” sound like “Bust a 
Move.” The bass line is totally and com- 
pletely dripping with funk — but the 
image in your mind is that of awoman who 
can’t nurse her children due to a lack of 
food.

Dead Can 
Dance’s Aion is a fusion of modern and 
classical (and | use the term “classical” very 
loosely—I'm talking about music that even 
Vivaldi would have called old hat) styles, 
but the modern elements are so submerged 
that you wouldn’t dare to call them “pop.” 
Indeed, the main musical inspiration for 
this Irish based ensemble (John Bonnar on 
keyboards, Robert Perry on bagpipes, 
Andrew, Lucy and Anne Robinson and 
Honor Carmody on viols, and David 
Navarro Sust, Brendan Perry, and Lisa 
Gerard on vocals) lies in the middle ages 
and the Renaissance—on this album you 
will go on a musical odyssey taking you 
from the religious chants (such as the 
”cantus firmus”) of the high middle ages to 
the more liberal and secular styles of the 
“ars nova” of the fourteenth century (when 
European music underwent a radical 
change—rhythms became more varied and 
subtle, and melodic lines became enriched 
by the addition of sharps and flats, adding 
to the harmony), and into the Renaissance. 
Some of the tracks, such as the fourteenth 
century “Saltarello”, are remakes of medie- 
val and Renaissance works, bux most are 
originals by the band that emulates the 
styles of these time periods. A few songs 
seem vaguely modern (such as the synthe- 
sizer oriented “Black Sun”) but even these 
tracks elude definition. 

This album is not for everyone, but 
those of you with more adventurous tastes 
will find this album a unique experience. It 
will remind you why this type of music is 
still appreciated today

Escape from Havana 
Mellow Man Ace 
Capitol Recors 


Mellow Man Ace one of the new breed 
of Latin rappers who mingle b-boy style 
with their Spanish heritage. He comes 
across as a Cuban L.L. Cool J: a smooth 
ladykiller with impressive rhymes.and an 
ego to match. 

When Ace, like Cool J, lets his ego get 
the better of him the results are dis- 
heartening, “Hip Hop Creature,” a prime 
example, makes him sound like a few 
hundred other rappers on the scene (no 
thanks to the Dust Brothers’ lack-adaisical 
production). On the other extreme are the 
all-Spanish tracks that demonstrate Aces 
admirable refusal to sell-out to the main- 
stream. Unfortunately these songs are 
pretty boring to unilinguals. 

On one of these pieces ("Mas Pingon”), 
producers Matt Dike and Michael Ross try 
to emulate their hero Rick Rubin (who 
produced L.L. Cool J’s debut). Dike and 
Ross (of Tone-loc fame) deliver some of 
the album’s strongest beats, as does new- 
comer Tony G. But there are a host of 
other producers (including rapper Def Jef) 
who ruin the album’s continuity with weak 
contributions. 


Mellow Man is, naturally, an accom- 
plished rap balladeer (MORE Cool J com- 
parisons ...). He delivers a seductive essay 
on unrequited lovein “If You Were Mine” 
(and its Spanish version, “Enquentren 
Amor”) while accompanied by lush bass 
and David Fitzpatrick’s keyboards. His lyri- 
cal innovation continues; in “Rhyme 
Fighter”, Ace takes on a hilarious Western 
accent (and calls Eazy-E, N.W.A.’s young 
gun, “a sucker”!), 

The toast of the album are the “Spanish” 
tracks (Ace calls the style “Rap Guanco”). 
When a rapper of such high calibre spins 
out a “bilingual single”, with lickin’ beats 
and sampling, it results in the summer 
classic “Mentirosa”. He enters an argument 
with an unfaithful chiquita that is spiced 
up with the kind of cool Spanish you 
would hear on a street corner in East L.A. 
Ace is a good writer and bilingualism gives 
his lyrics that vital, extra creative edge. 

When Mellow Man Ace “escaped” from 
Havana, he thankfully brought some of 
the vibrant Latin culture with him. If he 
stays true to his vision of “broadening the 
meaning of rap”, his future looks bright 


indeed.

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angland Gothic is 
back. Witness 
this autumn’s 
cavalcade of 
organized-crime- 
inspired offerings: 
from the Coen 
brothers’ darkly disturbing Miller's 
Crossing to Francis Ford Coppola’s 
The Godfather, Part Ill. 

Add to this Good Fellas, the 
latest collaboration between Martin 
Scorsese (After Hours, The Color 
of Money and The Last Temptation 
of Christ) and Robert De Niro (The 
Deerhunter, The Godfather, Part II 
and The Untouchables). 

Good Fellas is a sweeping, real- 
life account of mob life as told by 
Nicholas Pileggi in his best-selling 
book, Wiseguy. The movie 
represents the seventh colla- 
boration between Scorsese and De 
Niro (who grew up within blocks of 
each other in New York’s less-than- 
desirable lower East Side). The 
results of their previous pairings 
have become movie legend: Taxi 
Driver, King of Comedy and the 
seminal Raging Bull. 

But prior to achieving fame, De 
Niro was known as Bobby Milk, a 
gang-prone punk with a penchant 
for getting into trouble — a back- 
ground he could draw upon to 
create the explosively violent 
James Conway in Good Fellas. 
The movie, a forboding take on a 


buddy movie, explores the gradual 
evolution of a half-Irish, half- 
Sicilian kid (Ray Liotta of Dominick 
and Eugene and Field of Dreams) 
who's more-or-less raised by the 
hoods in a small-time, mob- 
controlled taxi stand. 

“As far back as | can remember, 
| always wanted to be a gangster,” 
says Henry Hill, the real-life 
character on whom Liotta’s role is 
based. “To me it meant being 
somebody in a neighborhood full of 
nobodies. They did whatever they 


wanted. They’d double-park in front 


of the hydrant and nobody ever 
gave them a ticket. In the summer, 
when they played cards all night, 
nobody ever called the cops.” 

Henry’s mentor and father figure 
is the larger-than-life “wiseguy” 
played by De Niro. “[He was] one 
of the most feared guys in the city. 
He was first locked up at 11 and he 
was doing hits for the mob bosses 
when he was 16. But what he 
really loved to do was steal. 
Clothes. Razor blades. Booze. 
Cigarettes. Shrimp and lobsters.” 

The story, which spans a 30- 
year period, chronicles Henry’s 
induction into the syndicate and his 
rearing by the “family.” It also 
explores his complex relationship 
with his wife, Karen (Lorraine 
Bracco), and his bonds within the 
underworld. 

Counterbalancing all the 


violence and theft is high living and 
a lot of what seems like love. The 
script (by Pileggi and Scorsese) 
captures the normalcy and 
bonhomie that makes mob life 
attractive to the people in 
neighborhoods under its sway. 

But, gradually, the film also 
reveals the darker side of gangster 
life. Henry and James's friendship 
seems strong. But their line of work 


doesn’t allow for trust or brotherly 
love. 

“Nobody ever tells you that 
they're going to kill you. It doesn’t 
happen that way,” says Henry, the 
movie’s narrator and protagonist. 
“There aren't any arguments or 
curses like in the movies. Your 
murderers come with smiles. They 
come as your friends.”

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erhaps legendary 
director Akira 
Kurosawa will 
always view 
himself as a 
failed painter. But 
over the last 
decade or so, it has been his vivid 
drawings of his theatrical visions — 
for films such as Ran, Kagemusha, 
and now Dreams — that have 
convinced investors to finance 
some of his greatest and most 
personal films. 

Early in Kurosawa’s career, he 
directed populist films, inspiring a 
generation of American filmmakers 
such as Steven Spielberg, Francis 
Ford Coppola, Martin Scorsese 
and George Lucas. Later in life 
(he’s now 80 and going blind), he 
has increasingly turned to the 
natural world to appropriate 
beautiful, haunting images that 
both inform and frighten. 

“The theme is nostalgia — 
nostalgia toward the loss of Mother 
Nature and with it, the loss of the 
heart of mankind,” Kurosawa told 
the crew during the filming of one 
of the eight sequences that 


constitute Dreams. “Therefore the 
images of nature in this sequence 
must be extremely vivid. It must be 
so powerful that nature’s energy 
must burst forth from the screen.” 

The film is largely the painstaking 
re-creation of eight of Kurosawa’s 
dreams. He refers to dreams as 
“the fruit of pure and earnest 
human desire,” unfettered, fearless 
and brave. 

One dream features Scorsese 
playing van Gogh, a painter 
Kurosawa admired when he was a 
struggling young artist. An expert 
at illusion, Kurosawa manipulates 
the scene so that the film’s 
protagonist, the ubiquitous 
Everyman at various life stages, 
seems to walk into a van Gogh 
painting only to find the artist at an 
easel sketching the same scene. 
Kurosawa so adeptly effects these 
changes that it’s hard to believe 
that what we're seeing is not 
really happening. 

Another dream, the film’s most 
disturbing, is about a nuclear-plant 
explosion that causes Mount Fuji to 
melt. It is the work of a powerful 
imagination and of a director 
determined to expand the 
boundaries of cinema. Yet in 
capturing his visions, Kurosawa 
has never lost touch with the 
audience. 

All of his previous films have 
been critically acclaimed. In 1954 
he created the famous The Seven 
Samurai, which Hollywood remade 
into the popular western The 
Magnificent Seven.

Following a period of personal 
misfortune, including a failed 
suicide, he tried to make 
Kagemusha, however, he was 
unable to find backing in Japan. 
Eventually Coppola and Lucas 
(and Kurosawa’s sketches) helped 
him find capital in the U.S. The 
resulting masterpiece was another 
samurai drama: A tale of a man 
who becomes a double, or shadow, 
of a great warrior. Like Dreams, it 


says that fantasy is as important as 
reality, but cautions that neither 
can be counted on for the truth. 
Five years later, Kurosawa 
created Ran, a 15th-century 
feudal Japanese version of 
Shakespeare’s King Lear. At the 
centre of the film is a father who 
loses his most precious child 
because of pride. It was nominated 
for three Oscars. 
At the most recent Academy

awards, Kurosawa received a 
special Oscar. He accepted his 
award with humility, questioning 
whether he deserved it: “What | 
promise you is that from now on | 
will work as hard as | can making 
movies, and maybe by following 
this path | will achieve an under- 
standing of the true essence of 
cinema and earn this award.”

t's not often that a 
documentary on 
one individual 
covers four 
decades of 
musical and 
cultural history. 
Listen Up crosses these 
boundaries because the man at 
the centre is one of the most 
successful musician/producers 
of the century: Quincy Jones. 
The New York Times recently 
described Jones as ‘someone 
whose status and involvement in 
a wide spectrum of American pop 
music is comparable to Leonard 
Bernstein's in a different sphere.” 
Jones's success grew partly from 
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his ability to find the right music 
for the right artist. He calls it the 
“goosebump’ factor, explaining 
with a laugh, “I can never guess 
what other people are going to 
like, so | go with whatever | like. 
| know that if the goosebumps 
come, | can say — we've got it!” 
Jones has been nominated for 
67 Grammy awards and has won 
19, arecord surpassed only by 
Henry Mancini. Over the years 
he has collaborated with people 
such as Ella Fitzgerald, Frank 
Sinatra, Barbra Streisand, Ray 
Charles, Donna Summer and 
George Benson. But he is 
probably most often associated 
with Michael Jackson, of whom 


he says, with fondness, “He’s like 
my son, or my little brother. He’s 
actually one of the shiest people 
I've ever met, which, given the 
extent of his exposure, is a real 
contradiction.” 

Together with Jackson, Jones 
produced Thriller, the best-selling 
pop album of all time, and takes in 
stride all the negative publicity that 
came with it. “That's the cost of 
selling 40 million albums. Any- 
body gets that big, they’re going 
to go after him; it’s inevitable.” 

Despite all the success Jones 
has enjoyed, you seldom hear 
negative stories about him. Even 
his split from longtime love 
Peggy Lipton (former star of Mod

Squad) was described as harmoni- 
ous. He is one of those rare, 
self-effacing stars who doesn't 
read his own press releases. 

In fact, Jones talks with great 
humor about failure. “I’ve had a 
lot of failures — sure! It’s only the 
failures that make the successes 
feel so good. I’ve made 33 films 
and there were a lot of bowwows 
in there. That’s the only way you 
find out what you should be 
doing.” He gestures excitedly. 
“I'll give you the perfect example. 
Everyone told me not to make 
Donna Summer's album. But | did 
one song on the album, ‘The 
State of Independence,’ and it 
became the prototype for ‘We 
Are the World.’” 

Yes, let's not forget it was Jones 
who made “We Are the World” 
happen. He was able to enlist 
some of the world’s best musi- 
cians to record the hit song, the 
proceeds of which were donated 
to the African famine relief effort. 
Reminiscing about the taping, he 
says, “You know, we put up the 
sign, “Check your ego at the 
door,” but we really didn't need 
to. The really talented people 
know their talent is a blessing. 
They were all happy they had a 
way to put some of those 
blessings back into the Earth.” 

Listen Up tells some great 
Jones stories, warts and all, using 
clips from his videos and films, as 
well as news footage and exclu- 
sive interviews with the singers, 
musicians, filmmakers and 
industry leaders who have been 
part of his life. 

Producer Courtney Sale Ross 
explains his fascination with the 
man and the documentary. 
“Quincy Jones is aman who 
commands the love and respect 
of artists, from bebop musicians 
of the ‘40s to hip-hop rappers 
of today. Quincy's intimates told 
us about the man’s natural use of 
his talent and charisma to 
inspire others. We hope we've 
revealed a life as unsettling as 
it is dazzling.”

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COMING SOON TO A THEATRE NEAR YOU 


he setting is war- 
torn England, 
1943. The 
Memphis Belle, a 
B-17 bomber, is 
about to depart 
on her 25th 
mission over enemy territory. 
She’s the first of the “Flying 
Fortress” bombers to notch up as 
many as 24 successful missions. 
If this massive plane and her 
daring young American crew 
survive this final flight, they will 
return home as heroes. The 
Nazis are determined to see 

that this doesn’t happen. 

Memphis Belle, directed by 
Michael Caton-Jones (Scandal), 
is a historically accurate war 
movie, inspired by William Wyler’s 
1944 documentary about the 
exploits of the Memphis Belle. 
(Wyler actually flew on five 
missions with the Belle to get 
his footage.) 

The film stars a cross section 
of America’s brightest actors. 
Matthew Modine (Married to the 
Mob) heads the crew of the B-17. 
Other crew members include 
Eric Stoltz (Mask), D.B. Sweeney 
(Gardens of Stone) and Tate 
Donovan (Clean and Sober). 

Two-time Oscar nominee John 
Lithgow (The World According to 
Garp, Terms of Endearment) 
plays the public-relations officer 
who arrives on the British base to 
orchestrate the return of the 
Belle and her crew to America. 
It's all part of a huge publicity 
drive to stimulate war-bond sales 
and renew flagging morale. But 
first, the bomber has to survive 
the deadly German attacks. 

Producer David Puttnam 
(Chariots of Fire, The Mission) 
sought to make Memphis Belle as 
realistic as possible. For starters, 
he sent all the actors playing 
crew members to a British boot 
camp for a week. “They treated 
us like dogs,” says Stoltz. “They 
made us all sleep in the same 
room, get up at five and exercise, 
swim in a freezing lake, and 
generally just tortured us. We 
were too tired to resist.” 

While the cast got into shape, 
associate producer Eric Rattray 
located planes of Second World 
War vintage and brought them to 
England. He collected five B-17s 
(two from the U.S., two from 
France and one from England), 
three Messerschmidts and eight 
Mustangs. 

According to producer Puttnam,

the movie presents an oppor- 
tunity to go back to a time when 
priorities seemed more clearly 
defined; when the “me genera- 
tion” didn't exist. “Memphis Belle 
will provide audiences with 


something that they never tire 


of,” he says. “Real heroes.”

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Brave young men who rode on the wings of victory. 
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ozens of film 
directors have 
had minor acting 
roles in other 
directors’ films. 
John Huston is 
probably the 
most notable among them, 
having played the most substan- 
tial characters in such memorable 
films as Chinatown and Winter 
Kills. But films about a director of 


a film as the central character are 
few in number. 

Now we have an important new 
film, White Hunter, Black Heart, 
produced and directed by Clint 
Eastwood, in which he plays the 
leading role of director John 
Wilson. Adapted from the 1955 
novel of the same name by Peter 
Viertel, White Hunter, Black 
Heart is about a director who has 
gone to Africa to make a film. The 
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director, John Wilson, is actually 
based on John Huston, who 
directed The African Queen in 
the Congo in 1951 — afilm now 
rightly regarded as a classic of 
the cinema. 

John Huston always liked to 
have a group of friends around 
him. Before filming The African 
Queen, he brought Peter Viertel 
to Africa with him to make some 
script changes. His subsequent

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novel, White Hunter, Black Heart 
recalls the drama, hilarity and 
unpredictable events that took 
place prior to the start of filming. 
It was hardly complimentary to 
Huston, but Huston, with his 

own sense of humor, never 
complained about it and 

laughed it off. 

In the film, John Wilson arrives 
in Africa with his writer-friend, 
Pete Verrill (played by Jeff Fahey) 
and his antagonistic producer, 
Paul Landers (who is based on 
real-life producer Sam Spiegel). 
Verill, of course, is Viertel, who 
wrote the screenplay from his 
novel in collaboration with James 
Bridges and Burt Kennedy. 

While waiting for filming prepa- 
rations to be completed, the 
restless and energetic Wilson 
becomes obsessed with killing a 
bull elephant. The African ele- 
phant is difficult to hunt and 
requires an expert marksman to 
kill it. What transpires is the 
pitting of an aggressive man 
given to violent action against the 
largest and most regal animal on 
earth. The confrontation between 
the brilliant hunter-filmmaker and 
this unpredictable beast devel- 
ops into a riveting drama. 

For Eastwood, the role held 
many facets that appealed to him. 
“Wilson is an interesting guy,” 
Eastwood explains, “because he 


doesn’t stand back and just let 
things happen. He has a larger, 
more expansive view of life, 
which goes beyond his job. He 
isn't motivated by money or 
recognition. He's after the experi- 
ence, which makes him extreme 
in his approach. He’s uncompro- 
mising and in the end he pays 

the price.” 

White Hunter, Black Heart was 
filmed partly in England. The 
African segments were filmed 
in Kariba, Zimbabwe, where 
Eastwood arrived on June 13, 
1989, for eight weeks of location 
work. This shooting time was 
divided between Lake Kariba and 
Fothergill Island, a national game 
reserve famous for its herds of 
antelope, water buffalo and 
elephants. 

To film the elephant sequences, 
he hired world-famous naturalist 
and cameraman Simon Trevor, 
who worked on Gorillas in the 
Mist and whose concern and 
empathy for the African elephant 
is legendary. He worked with 
cinematographer Jack Green, 
who photographed Eastwood's 
Heartbreak Ridge, Pink Cadillac 
and Bird. White Hunter, Black 
Heart is Eastwood’s 20th film for 
Warner Bros. and his 14thasa 
director, beginning with Play 
Misty for Me in 1971. 

The actress Kay Gibson (based 
on Katharine Hepburn) is played 
by Marisa Berenson. Miss 
Hepburn’s recently published 
book The Making of the African 
Queen provides more interesting 
glimpses into John Huston 
at work. 

If a film had to be made from 
White Hunter, Black Heart, then 
Eastwood was the best choice to 
do it. In many ways he resembles 
Huston in his work and moral 
code. His films as actor and 
director have always been part of 
the system but he, like Huston, 
has remained outside and inde- 
pendent of it. While Huston had 
his wildly emotional entangle- 
ments with women, he was very 
much a man’s man — adventur- 
ous and hard-drinking. Eastwood 
has had his share of tumultuous 
relationships with the opposite 
sex and has established himself 
as a rugged and forthright 
character, onscreen and off. 
Lacking only Huston’s expressive 
and poetic charm, his work, like 
Huston’s, has embraced the 
trivial, the masterful and the 
deeply personal. They differ only 
perhaps in the matter of money: 
Huston never had any; Eastwood 
has a fistful of dollars.

STARS IN THIS 
TRUE TO LIFE STORY 


lenn Close isn't 
easy. 

But she’s will- 
ing to be cheap 
— fora price. 

Indeed, any 
moviemaker who 
serves her up a challenge is likely 
to find out just how cheap she 
can be — and she doesn't care 
who knows it. 

She's dismissive of the pos- 
sible long-term effects of any 
character, regardless of how evil 
or bland, on her future. Put 
together the characters she's 
played in her last three movies — 
Fatal Attraction, Dangerous 
Liaisons and the less-than- 
successful /mmediate Family — 
and you're left with a portrait of 
an actress who loves to work. 
Today, there’s only one thing 
about her image that 
concerns her. 

“What | really worry about is 
that [producers] think I’m too ex- 
pensive,” she assured a reporter 
who'd raised the subject of her 
public image. “If | really want a 
role, I'll do it — no matter what 
they can afford to pay me.” 

Now, it would be truly ironic to 
find the oft-Oscar-nominated 
actress working for less than 
scale to play a poor little rich girl 
in Reversal of Fortune — but 
she’s not discussing paychecks 
these days. 

Without even seeing the film, 
we can understand that she 
would be drawn to the part of 
Sunny von Bulow, the American 
socialite heiress whose descent 
into an irreversible coma resulted 
in her husband, Klaus (played in 
the film by Jeremy Irons), being 
tried and convicted of attempting 
to murder his wife — a charge 
which was later overturned in 
appeal. 

It's a meaty part that, in 
addition to Irons (renowned for 
his work in a score of features, 
the most recent of which was 
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Dead Ringers), affords Close the 
opportunity to work with director 
Barbet Schroeder (whose treat- 
ment of Barfly snapped the 
critical world to attention). The 
screenplay is authored by 
Nicholas Kazan (son of the 
legendary Elia Kazan). It's a 
teaming so tempting as to be 
compelling no matter what 

the pay. 

And it certainly sounds like 
another major leap for an actress 
who's been making dazzling 
leaps since she shook the dust of 
the youthful Up with People 
brigade from her heels to 
become a drama student at the 
prestigious College of William and 
Mary in Virginia. From there, she 
executed another dazzling leap 
to the Broadway stage (where 
she earned herself a Tony), 
before rocketing into mainstream 
cinema with her performance in 
The World According to Garp. 

From there, despite a bouquet 
of Academy-award nominations, it 
looked as if she was firmly mired 
in acloying round of “nice-girl” 
parts. But again, Close fooled 'em 
all, executing perhaps the most 
dazzling leap of all to turnina 
breathtaking and gilt-edged per- 
formance in Fatal Attraction, 
following it up with an equally 
dazzling turn in Dangerous 
Liaisons — just in case there 
were those who thought her 
brush with evil had been 
accidental. 

Told from the point of view of 
Kiaus von Bulow’s defense 
attorney, Reversal of Fortune 
promises to be another some- 
what unsympathetic character for 
Close to add to her already 
voluminous bag of tricks — and 
when teamed with von Bulow’s 
wealth and social prestige, it's a 
character that suits the ambitious 
actress just fine. She’s not about 
to be intimidated — for long. 

“My characters are people you 
just meet, like anybody else,” 


Close told Esquire magazine ina 
recent interview. “It takes time to 
get to know them. | sometimes 
feel so shy in front of them that | 
have to force myself to speak 
their words. When | walk into the 
first rehearsal, | sometimes feel 

| have no personality at all — it’s 
like a prevision of insanity. It’s 
because | don’t yet know who the 
character is. You have to look at 
the world through the character’s 
eyes — not yours. 

“I guess |’m most fascinated by 
characters who are perceived a 
certain way, when underneath, 
they’re quite different. Because, 
basically, | think that’s what 
life is.” 

But when it comes to under- 
standing what makes Glenn tick, 
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that’s Close — but it’s no cigar. 
Acting is more than a mere 
fascination or hobby for the lady 
who holds the world of celluloid 
in thrall. 

She acts simply to survive, 
she says. “It’s what has always 
sustained my life,” she said of her 
career in that same interview. “To 
sublimate myself in my charac- 
ters, to learn from them.” 

So regardless of what she’s 
being paid to make Reversal of 
Fortune, it’s not easy (acting 
never is), but if being cheap helps 
her get the part, then so be it. 

It's a small price to pay for such 
major rewards. 

Hers — and ours.

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STEPHEN KING SPINS A 
TERRIFYING TEXTILE-MILL YARN 


he list of scariest 
places on Earth 
might include 
snake pits, war 
zones, certain 
streets at night 
and the dark 
corners of Stephen King’s mind. 

Thanks to the latter, the list of 
frightening places has been 
expanded to include quaint New 
England villages — friendly little 
places with fishing holes, crisp, 
clean winters and folksy locals 
who say “ayuh” for yes. Places 
very much like the horror-King’s 
home turf near Bangor, Maine. 
Indeed, several of his books 
and short stories — including 
Salem’s Lot, Pet Sematary, The 
Tommyknockers and It — have 
dealt with an unspeakable horror- 
to-be-named-later lurking 
beneath the tranquility of some 
rustic hamlet. 

Ayuh. Welcome to Stephen 
King's Graveyard Shift. Taken 
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igh school can be 
a living hell. But 
everything does 
get sorted out in 
the end. Jocks, 
debs and 
assorted snobs 
can become zeros and look back 
on high school as the best time in 
their lives. Meanwhile the dweebs, 
the quiet and "different" kids who 
never quite fit in, are often re- 
warded for their offbeat gifts and 
talents. Every headline or trophy 
reinforces their triumph over their 
formerly cool schoolmates. 

At 18, Winona Ryder has 
experienced the transition earlier 
than most. The girl with incredibly 
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haunting eyes gave up high school 
for on-set tutoring and motion 
picture stardom. 

"Sometimes I'll be talking with 
this friend, Helene, who's still back 
in high school," she says. "I think, 
God, it would be fun to be like 
Helene, being on the track team 
and going to the Valentine's Day 
dance and stuff like that. But then | 
realize | don't really have it in me to 
enjoy the social thing. | was always 
one of the geeks." 

It makes sense, then, that the girl 
born in Winona, Minn., has shone 
most brightly playing the teen 
outsider who sees through 
hypocrisy in roles such as Lydia, 
the death-obsessed teen who 
befriends the ghosts in Beetlejuice, 
or the rebel high-school student 
who snubs the ruthless clique of 
blonds in Heathers. 

Calling her the "voice of reason" 
in those films, Rolling Stone 
magazine enthused that Ryder "is 
hip and wacky enough to get the 
joke of modern life and savvy 
enough to play against it." 

Ryder again plays the voice of 
reason, albeit a somewhat 
impudent voice, in Welcome 
Home, Roxy Carmichael. The 
movie, directed by Jim Abrahams 
(Big Business, Airplane!), looks at 
the transition from high school to 
real life from several angles. 

The almost-unseen Roxy named 
in the title is a former high-school 
nobody in a nondescript small Ohio 
town called Clyde. But after leaving 
town, Roxy becomes a huge star, 
the kind you brag about having had 
as a schoolmate, even if you 
actually snubbed her. 

When Roxy briefly returns to 
Clyde to lend her name to the 
Roxy Carmichael Center for 
Cosmetology and Drama, the 
citizenry goes mad — each for 
their own reasons. 

For the ersatz society crowd, it's 
an opportunity to display what 
passes for finery. For town straight- 
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arrow Denton Webb (Jeff Daniels), 
it's an uncomfortable reunion with 
a woman whose child he fathered 
in high school. And for the 
iconoclastic Dinky Bossetti (Ryder), 
a teenaged orphan who rejects 
Clyde just as Roxy did decades 
earlier, it's a chance to meet the 
woman who embodies all her 
dreams. 

Distractions abound — such as 
guidance counsellors and fickle 
would-be boyfriends — but the 
appeal of a major celebrity whose 
life seems to parallel her own is 
irresistible. "| think what attracted 
me to play Dinky was her honesty," 
explains Ryder. "She says 
whatever she thinks to the point 


where it is shocking. The route 
Dinky chooses to find herself is a 
very original one. | identified with 
Dinky and understand her desire to 
be accepted on her own terms." 

And as for Roxy? "She was an 
eccentric and an outcast. And it's 
interesting to see how people's 
attitudes toward her have 
changed." 

Welcome Home, Roxy 
Carmichael opens Friday, October 
12th at theatres across Canada.

His wife, Meg (Christine Lahti), is 
a successful restaurateur who 
believes their affluent yuppie 
lifestyle will only be complete 
when baby makes three. Duffy is 
not convinced that parenthood is 
the right option for them. 

Ironically, as Meg is forced to 
concentrate on her career, Duffy 
becomes more and more con- 
vinced of the joy of having babies. 
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Unfortunately, love isn’t enough 
to patch-up this confused couple's 
differences. 

Enter Daphne Delillo, a woman 
young enough to be Duffy’s 
daughter. Daphne (Mary Stuart 
Masterson) is a free spirit; she 
is vivacious and uninhibited. The 
mutual attraction of Daphne and 
Duffy make anything and every- 
thing possible. Isn't love a 
funny thing? 

Funny About Love is directed 
by Leonard Nimoy (Three Men 
and a Baby, Star Trek II] and 1V). 
He says, “Duffy is a guy who 
should have grown up some time 
ago — but like so many of us, he 
has to be dragged kicking and 
screaming into maturity.” 

Gene Wilder is at his best 
playing men who haven't quite 
grown up.

Funny About Love is a change 
for him, requiring a more subtle 
and psychological approach.

Meg (Lahti) is the more rational 
of the two. Lahti has only recently 
made the transition to comedy 
roles.

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Well, we never thought we would 
make it this far, but here it is - 
issue number 100 of Air Tight, 
printed tor all to see, albeit im 
bedded in a University of Alberta 
Students’ Union publication jockey- 
ing for attention. between library 
hour news flashes, Golden Bear 
updates and, who knows, maybe 
even the odd anti-CJSR sentiment. 
It’s a small price we have to pay for 
our survival, I guess, and although 
we would absolutely cherish going 
the independent route again, eco- 
nomics has determined otherwise, 
and we look forward to maintaining 
the same amiable relationship this 


. season that we established with the 


Gateway last year. 

As far as this being a century 
edition (if one accepts Webster’s 
definition of that being “any set of 
100”), we may not even be sure how 
many issues we actually churned 
out. We’ve lost count a few times, 
what with frequent turnovers in 
editorship, not to mention the fact 
that AirTight died later in another 
form. But the tally is pretty darn 


close, and even if we’re still off the 
mark a tad, it’s a convenient time 
for reflection, as it also marks the 
beginning of my second year as 
editor. 

The time was April of 1981 and 
our first issue was a rag-tag cut and 
paste job, spearheaded by Hamil- 
tonian exiles Mark Maxted and 
Rachel Ferrington (both of whom 
have since moved back), with the 
station, then operating on a paltry 
cable FM frequency with budget to 
match, being run bySteve Cumming 
(now working ona Science Ph.D at 
UBC). Graphics were courtesy of 
Peter Jellard (now in Toronto, play- 
ing for recent Stony Plain signees 
Grevious Angels), and contributions 
included Cumming, Greg Gushway, 
Gary McGown (currently at K-97, 
boo, hiss!), Brian Waddell, Doug 
Fischer and myself. 

George Thorogood, then the 
mainstream darling of the blues, 
was our cover story, and we also 
had articles on jazz guitarist Ralph 
Towner, album reviews -of Elvis 
Costello and Blue Peter, and a 


concert critique of Emmylou Harris. 

The Clash’s triple-album set 
Sandinista! was the number one 
entry at the station and the playlist 
featured the like of Pointed Sticks, 
Ry Cooder, Manfred Mann, steve 
Winwood, Elvis Costello, Paul But- 
terfield, U2, The Jam and Tom 
Robinson. Yes, we showed some 
semblance of eclecticism in those 
days, in a period when the new 
wave movement was a passing Cur- 
iosity. Major label representation 
was extraordinarily high in those 
days, with service from indies like 
Quintessence, Subterranian and 
Ralph Records being sporadic at 
best. We resorted to playing Lover- 
boy and April Wine back then to 
satisfy Canadian content and new 
wax requirements. 

Being broke most of the time, we 
chastised everyone else living off 
the riches of the oil boom (before its 
collapse the following year) and the 
still-prevalent decadence of the 
1970’s. Although the local scene 
was still for the most part limited to 
hall engagements, the acts coming 
out back then were precious in 
sentimentality. Rebels of the main- 
stream included Office (from which 
the line-up evolved into Voice and 
has since spawned careers in Skinny 
Puppy and membership in Sara 
McLaughlin’s band), The Modern 
Minds/Troc ‘59 (since mutated into 
The Pursuit of Happiness), Malibu 
Kens (with half the membership 
now comprising Jr. Gone Wild), 
Live Sex Show (eventually SNFU), 
The Diefenbakers, Blank Gener- 
ation and The Rock ’n’ Roll Bitches. 

I know subsequent generations 


of original acts that prosper in this 
city may have little more than con- 
tempt for the vanguards that paved 
the way to facilitate an alternative 
scene here, but keep in mind that 
today’s acts are still fighting the 
same battles as their predecessors 
in releasing material, landing gigs 
and simply searching for new 
avenues in order to be heard and 
accepted. We still fight for survival 
ourselves in documenting these 
efforts. After 100 issues, we’re still 
trying and will continue to do so. 


A fond adieu to former Station 
Manager Ian Istvanffy who leaves 
for paths unknown, and a hearty 
welcome to broadcast veteran Jay 
Spark who replaces Ian, is in order 
here. Ian’s tenure at FM88 was 
largely resposible for liberating our 
programming and opening up new 
channels of creativity and accessi- 
bility to the music community, parti- 
cularly for artists who needed it 
most. In fact it was Ian who per- 
suaded me to rejoin this establish- 
ment a couple years after my bitter 
excommunication from the station 
in 1986. 

Also, condolences to the friends 
and family of former Edmontonian 
and Facecrime bassist Blaine 
Vanstone (brother of Nowhere 
Blossoms bassist Darren), whe died 
early September in Toronto of a 
drug overdose. Although his ex- 
cesses overshadowed his talents, 
Blaine is best known for providing 
the necessary bottom end to the 
material of Moe Berg in his rise to 
international semi-prominence. 

Time for more 
poop to scoop, more shit to shovel 
for what’s left of this month o’Sep- 
tember.

Signed to Stony Plain earlier this 
year, the band has finally found 
stable backing after being courted 
and rejected by Island Records last

“He’d keep saying our suggestion 
were wrong until we suggested what 
he was thinking,” said Brown.

Ken Soen capsulizes 
Edmonton Folk Festival. 


Differences between Western 
Canada’s major-city folk festivals 
have always existed. The tastes of 
Albertan’s were always presumed 
to run more to country and blues by 
festival organizers in the past, and 
probably rightly so. But the world is 
changing and this year the festival 
took a successful step in making 
themselves more eclectic, increasing 
third-world content, much as the 
Vancouver Folk Fest’ has done 
since its inception. 

In addition, the concentration on 
Canadian, in particular more local 
acts, was an experiment that should 
be praised as well, and which worked 
well for the most part. It was good 
to see Mike McDonald partici- 
pating in workshops instead of 
busking outside for ticket money, 
and Amos Garrett and his band of 
regulars and not so regulars pro- 
viding excellent R&B backup for 
both Solomon Burke and David 
Bromberg. Instead of mosquitoes 
from hell (most had returned 
whence they came) we had three 
sunny days, and even if it was a bit 
hot for dancing, I don’t think it hurt 
the beer sales. 

No one can catch every highlight 
with six stages going simultaneously 
most of the day, and time required 
to eat, rest, and cool off. Even if 
your tastes are broad, everyone 
feels like handing out awards for 
best performances to a different 
selection of artists. Someone watch- 
ing L.J. Booth do a concert would 
inevitably miss David Bromberg 
doing a ripping version of Sharon in 
a blues workshop. Such is life. 

Every year new songs are debuted 
that haven’t yet seen the light of day 
as “product”. Last year we were 
treated to new songs by Pat and 
Barbara MacDonald of Timbuk 3, 
and the year before, my personal 
favorite, ‘Highway 41’, asong which 
Rodney Crowell has still not put to 
vinyl. This year, it was Chuck 
Angus of the Grievous Angels 
that displayed, for me, the most 
notable talent for writing emotional, 
working class stories, delivered with 
gusto and tenderness by Michelle 
Rumball and the rest of the band. 
Only the second act on Friday 
night, their performance of new 
songs such as ‘Gordie and My Old 
Man’, and a heartbreaking ‘Last 
Room on the Left (at the Ramore 
Hotel)’, left others to pale in the 
dust. Fans who didn’t manage to 
pick up the cassette of ‘One Job 
Town’ at the festival will be glad to 
hear that it should be available in 
other forms, including CD, from 
Stony Plain in the near future. (See 
review) 

I was also particularly impressed 
with the songwriting of John Booth, 
asonguwriter from Wisconsin, who’s 
material varied from songs about 
family (Two White Moths) and the 
state of the world, to hilariously 
irreverent observations such as 
‘Bathtub Virgin’, about the practice 
of using an old bathtub as part of a 
shrine for religious lawn ornaments. 
His cover of Richard Dobson’s 
spooky ‘Stranger on the Highway’, 
which he learned froma hitchhiker, 
was a standout ina Travelling Songs 
workshop. He also wins the award 
for improv’ songwriting, for tinishing 
that workshop with some lyrics put 
to an unfinished song’s guitar line; 
lyrics that seemed to evolve as 
immediately as events themselves. 

Fred Koller and Lynn Miles 
also brought their prolific and con- 
siderable talents for writing lyric 
and melody to main stage cameos 
as well as many workshops. I caught 
Fred in one workshop sining ‘Jen- 
nifer Johnson and Me’, a song 


on this year’s 


written with Shel Siverstein and 
covered recently by Robert Earl 
Keen, an environmental number 
about Chesapeake Bay written with 
Tom Paxton, and on mainstage, 
one he wrote with John Prine called 
‘Let’s Talk Dirty in Hawaiian’. 

Vancouver songwriter, Wyck- 
ham Porteous, could have used a 
few more instrumental breaks in 
songs he performed on stage 4, 
especially with a full compliment of 
piano, bass, and Teddy Boro- 
wiecki on accordion, but he satis- 
fied all the same. An album of new 
songs will be recorded in the spring 
on a new label, since Penta, his old 
label, has probably gone broke. 

Instrumentally, virtuosos aboued- 
ed, and this year marked the return 
of late addition Michael Hedges, 
the omnipresent Jerry Douglas, 
Martin Simpson, and new appear- 
ances by John Sass, and Davy 
Spillane. The sonorous sound of 
John Sass’s tuba solo on main 
stage, sounding like the spaceship 
from ‘Close Encounters’, of the 
soulful kind, rocked solar plexi 
everywhere. “Never heard him 
repeat himself yet”, Hans Thees- 
sink remarked as he left the stage. 
A powerful slide guitar player, he 
could be found the following day, 
sharing the stage in the Slide Area 
workshop with Martin Simpson 
(of Metamora). Simpson did a gal- 
loping blues boogie to rival any, and 
local guitarist, Gaye Delorme, was 
an equally formidable talent there 
as well, raising eyebrows of per- 
formers and audience alike. 

Jerry Douglas never ceased to 
amaze, with a touch on dobro that 
is second to none, and the ability to 
play with or accompany just about 
anybody. He makes it look so easy 
too. He was seen giving a Q&A 
dobro workshop, playing solo, or 
accompanying both Peter Rowan 
(aman with a yodel to kill for) and 
Irlander Maura O’Connell (a won- 
derfully exuberant singer, with a 
superb and unaffected voice that 
covers many songwriters in many 
styles). Her guitarist, Robert Bolin, 
was no slouch either. 

Once again, Michael Hedges 
was a man possessed, as he noted 
when he announced as upcoming, 
a song that he had just done. This 
guy is not only a pleasure to listen 
to, excitment jumping off every 
string, but he is a wonder to watch, 
his whole body seeming to parti- 
cipate in the playing. Never sitting 
down, he seems to vibrate as he 
aces and dances. Don’t be fooled 
by new age or acoustic labels. My 
favorite cover of the festival was 
when he opened with Pete Towns- 
hend’s ‘Eminence Front’, in addi- 
tion to unique versions of other pop 
songs he’s performed before, such 
as ‘She Drives Me Crazy’ (nice 
falsetto), or ‘All Along the Watch- 
tower’. The next day, Dylan was 
reprising it in his encore across 

town. 

[hen there were the many acts in 
a celtic vein. Davy Spillane, who 
has played with Jerry Douglas, 
was accompanied by guitarist 
Anton Drennan in aset of achingly 
beautiful airs on uilleann pipes and 
the low whistle, or opposedly, fast 
and fluid pieces demonstrating the 
incredible facility this man has possessed 
un his chosen instruments. Larina 
McKennitt’s voice, harp and band 
were equally evocative the night 
before, and the clouds drifting past 
the moon didn’t hurt either. I was 
not as impressed with Boiled in 
Lead as | had expected, but I did 
like the quaint little ditty, “The 


Microorganism’. Honorable mention . 


also goes to Altan, Michael 


Doucet and Beausoleil, La Bot- 
tine Souriante, the voice and other 
talents of Laurie Lewis and her 
band Grant Street, and several 
others that space and time doesn’t 
permit me to mention. 

To understate it, I don’t think 
Emmylou Harris disappointed 
anyone who saw her set in the 
afternoon. Looking beautiful as ever 
and witha tremendous voice to match 
she sang a variety of songs from 
what is now along and distinguished 
career, with every appearance of 
enjoying herself with her new band, 
the Nash Ramblers. They may be 
acoustic, but that was a full drum 
kit I saw up there, even if Larry 
Atamanuik does use brushes, and 
slaphappy standup bassplayer, Roy 
Husky Jr., kept things loud ard 
rockabilly. Al Perkins on dobro 
and fiddle, Sam Bush on mandolin 
and fiddle, and guitarist Randy 
Stewart never left you wanting for 
licks. : 

Another veteran of the blues, 
and folk of almost any genre, David 


Bromberg, whom, |, hadn‘t, seen , 


since about 1975, played a rousing

set on main stage, his sense of 
humor intact. Rushing over to catch 
part of a Solomon Burke set in the 
afternoon, he mentioned that the 
probable reason he is now on 
Rounder Records is the same reason 
CJSR’s record library doesn’t have 
the half dozen albums he put out on 
Fantasy since ‘75. Using local vocal- 
ists Juba, as well as several others 
-tor a backup chorus, he did a 
humorous, gospel-style monologue 
and rave-up called ‘Testify About 
My Love’, to finish up his main 
stage set, and then came back for 
two encores, the only encores I 
witnessed. 

My favorite band of the festival, 
and of many others I don’t doubt, 
provided to be Fatala. The Four 
Brothers, from Zimbabwe, were 
also an accomplished dance band, 
but lacked the variety of instrumen- 
tation and vocal harmony of their 
African sisters and brothers from 
Guinea. Anyone who could get the 
audience dancing in the 30°+ heat 
of Sunday afternoon has got to be 
infectiqus. As well as electric guitar 
‘and bass, the band had a wide 


variety of drums, and included a 
marimba of the African type, with 
resonating gourds hung below the 
hardwood bars. The real focus and 
extra excitement was generated by 
the three female singers, the vocals 
sounding vaguely arabic at times, 
with the two outside singers singing 
in high, harmonied response to the 
lead. Constant costume changes, 
from beautiful batiks to almost 
nothing at all, and wild, uninhibited 
traditional dances, left the audience 
wanting more both times they 
performed. 

Like apples and oranges, it is 
almost impossible to compare the 
quaity from one year to another, or 
between one city’s folk festival and 
another’s. All I know is, I’ve been 
going to them for years, and I’ve 
never been to one yet that I didn’t 
like, whether I was familiar with 
many of the performers beforehand 
or not. 
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Grevious Angels one job band | 


If the heart of a country lies in its 
working class, The Grevious Angels 
are as Canadian a band as you’re 
gonna find. Though their spiritual 
homeland is in Northern Ontario, 
the place names that turn up in 
their songs span the country. How- 
ever, they are not a major touring 
act; one that would be comfortable 
going on the road for a year at a 
time. Travelling in about two cars, 
they recently finished a short tour 
that included stops at folk festivals 
in Yellowknife, Jasper, Canmore 
and Edmonton, which allowed them 
to do a little sightseeing. 

Even though their new tape One 
‘Job Town has been picked up for 
release on Stony Plain and they 


- play around Toronto a fair bit, jack 


of many instruments Peter Jellard 
still works at a community center, 
bassist Tim Hadley toils at a book- 
store, and drummer Peter Duffin 
was replaced for the tour because 
he was ina probationary period asa 
fireman. 

The people in ost of the songs 
from One Job town are wrestling 
with compromise, living lives of 
reduced expectations, somehow 
coping and often finding a sort of 
happiness. The stories remind mea 
lot of those early Don Shebib 
movies. There are no Stompin’ Tom 
covers on this tape, but “Sarah 
Gordon” is in the vein of a Garnet 
Rogers tune (who is acknowledged 


on the debt list). Michelle Rumball - 


must have one of the most expres- 
sive aiid emotive voices in counuy 
music. One of the 12 cuts is a 
capella composition called “Death’s 
Dark Dream,” sung solo by Michelle, 


.~ whose vibrato here reminds me 


somewhat of Sylvia Tyson. Alter- 
natively, several others are fleshed 
out with piano or with Louis Melville’s 
pedal steel to good effect. This 1s 
not to say there are no foot-stomp 
ing opportunities, as in “Crossing 
the Causeway” to go “Yee-Hah!” 
to. 
When! mention that they remind 
me of Fraser and Debolt, most of 
the group doesn’t consider them 
much of an influence, though Tim 
inaS worked with lan Guenthei, 
their fiddle player. Michelle explains 
that their main mentors were the 
duo of Gram Parsons and Emmylou 
iiarris, from whose album inen 
name is taken from. 

“One thing about what Gram 
did,” says guitarist Chuck Angus, 
“he sort of trailblazed music. He 
took the genre and he changed it, 
and made something really amazing 
of it.” 


However when asked for other 
influences or favorites, most of the 
artists named are from north of the 
border. Names like former Stam- 
peder Rich Dodson appear on the 
mostly fictitious chorus list on their 
first tape. Chuck mentions Pete 
Cash (Andrew’s brother) from the 
Skydiggers, with whom he shared a 
room at 15, when Pete ran away 
from home and was probably not 
even writing songs yet, as well as 
James Keelaghan and Lynn Miles, 
with whom they had shared a stage. 
Michelle mentions Pat Temple cf 
High Lonesome from Toronto, and 
deliard expresses admiration for La 
Bottine Souriante and Beausoleil. 
They all like Don Freed, the witty 
bard of Saskatoon. 

The band does not aim for the 
polished perfection of country 
music, thereby managing to retain 
the genuine sentiment that make 
for great music. Their hybrid stance 
is reinforced: onstage by Chuck’s 
knock-kneedhops and Tim Hadley’s 
periodically horizontal standup. A 
song such as “Last Room On the 
Left (At the Ramore Hotel)” falls 
into the familiar theme of hotels as 
last refuges for the lonely and dis- 
possessed, reminding me of Tammy 
Wynette’s first hit “Apartment No. 
y. But Chuck works hard to trans- 
cend the cliches which so pervade 
the generic, corporate, Nashville- 
style of country music as he sees it, 
and transcend them he does while 
still working within the genre. 

An extra difficulty which he has 
encountered since leaving L’Etren- 
ger, where he shared writing duties 
with Andrew Cash, is writing songs 
from the female perspective. At 
first, to avoid cross-gendering, he 
would simply change some of the 
pronouns in those songs, but the 
band felt the result was less than 


satisfactory. Now that songs are: . 


written mostly from the other point 
of view, the results ring truer. On 
the other hand, songs from those 
early days, such as “Boomtown,” 
have been recorded by Andrew, 
who co-writes a couple of songs on 
this tape as well. 

“Gordie and My Old Man,” a 
simple rocker reminiscent of Buddy 
Holly, complete with saxophones, 
back-up chorus, and Teddy Boro- 
wiecki tickling the ivories, is likely 
to be the first single. As Chuck tells 
it, “You can write about... working 
class people... and make it seem 
like, here’s this woman and she 
moves in with this guy and has 
three kids, and now they sit around 
every night, and you can write a 
depressing sort of class thing, but 
that’s not the story of people’s lives. 


I know I’m probably not gonna be 
any more interesting at 40 than my 
dad was, and when you finally settle 
into that, there’aa bit of a freedom, 
you know, and this song’s a cele- 
bration (of that). It just seems that 
that’s what we do, you know. That’s 
our genre. We’re not longhorns 
from Texas. We watch hockey on 
Saturday night; that’s our culture. 


As much as you want to get away 
from it, | think there’s something 
about a hockey game in winter that 
gets anybody in this country goin’. 
So it just started out, | had a couple 
of ideas bouncing around in my 
head, and one day, there it was.” 
“We have no plans to tour the 
States,” says Chuck. “This-coun- 
try’s so big and there’s so many 


towns... we’d rather play small 
towns in Canada. I mean, we feel 
that it’s our duty that we have to 
sing here. We’re gonna play some 
dates in the States, (but if we do) it’ll 
be through personal contact. I think 
our band is pretty much committed 
that we’re gonna play Kirkland Lake 
and Uranium City before we play 
New York.” 


JUBA-lation 


Known for their commitment in 
their fight against apartheid, Ed- 
monton’s JUBA! uses traditional 
South African folk songs to educate 
and entertain their fans. Teaching 
and learning new songs is what 
drives the band and is what endears 
so many of their fans to their talents.

Launching the Folk Fest was a 
challenge for the group, trying to 
create a show blending both old 
and new material that would intro- 
duce the act to a new audience, 
while satisfying established fans. 

“Trying to gauge the audience 
has to be the most difficult,” said 
singer Kelly Collins. 

“We have to ‘beable’ to give a 
show that will please everyone.

“So is anyone here frorn Winni- 
neq?” was Thurston Moore’s first 
utterance, beginning the wall-o- 
nvise experience, taking off directly 
into “Tom Violence” and from that 
point on, the barrage never stopped. 
Doing at least one tune from every 
release, the tunage aspect vu! the 
evening concentrated on Goo (gee, 
I wonder why), including “Kool 
Thing,” “Mote” (Lee Ranaldo’s vocal 
bit), “Tunic” “Dirty Boots” and 
mucho more, but dammit, no “My 
Friend Goo.”

Frick, but other wise a fun time was 
had by all, and then it was over. 

Second on the bill was Seattle 
Sub Pop recording artistes, Nirvana. 

They 
just ruled live, now down toa three- 
some with drumming help from 
Melvins’ drummer Dale. Singer and 
left-handed(!) guitarist Kurdt Kobain 
was in a frenzy for most of the 
show, rollin’ around on stage and 
on the crowd.

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PUBLIC ENEMY, The Paramount - 
Seattle, August 28

If Public Enemy is really as inti- 
midating as the media has made 
them out to be, they certainly never 
displayed it, although one wonders 
whether negative publicity and the 
2,000-plus audience, comprised 
mostly of teenages, had anything to 
do with it. Once past the electronic 
surveillance and security, not to 
mention a plethora of Seattle’s boys 
in blue surrounding the building, 
the atmosphere was anything but 
hostile. 

Lead rapper Chuck D. limited his 
black militancy to questioning the 
U.S. Government’s priorities in the 
Persian Gulf over the domestic 
homeless plight, while comic foil 
Flavor Flav stressed the merits of 
education. Even the Security of the 
First World ensemble was less than 
imposing, although their manueo- 
vers were as precise as any crack 
(no pun intended) platoon. In fact, 
the show resembled a convocation 
of sorts, substituting fatigues for 
mortarboards and gowns. 

Launching their one-hour set with 
“Welcome To the Terrordome,” 
Public Enemy drove the youthful 
crowd into a state of devoted frenzy, 
with most of their fans standing on 
the arms of their seats and rapping 
along to the lyrics. Much of the 
material came from their last two 
albums, featuring a colorful ren- 
dition of "911 Is A Joke” by Flav and 
capped by the show-stopping “Fight 
the Power.” 

If rap shows took the form of a 
political rally, Chuck D. would bea 
dark horse contender should he 
decide to run for public office. Let’s 
face it, by the time 1992 rolls around, 
most of the people in the crowd 
that night will be eligible to vote. 

Why CBS signed Harlem openers 
The Afros is anyone’s guess. The 
material and posturings were as 
contrived as the foam wigs they 
adorned.
